Three Go Through the Mar- 
quette Club-House.

The Steward and His Assistant 
Roughly Handled.

One Man Finally Captured in a Blind 
Alley. 
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OTHERS ARKESTED LAST NIGHT.

The Marquette club-house at Dearborn ave- 
nue and Maple streets was the scene yester- 
day morning of a most daring burglary and 
sensational attempts to murder by bullet and 
chloroform. ‘There wasa hand to hand fight 
with the burglars in the club-house, ana later 
an officer hada running fight with one of 
them on the street. 

Before 1 o’clock yesterday morning all the 
lights in the house were put ont except those 
in the hailways, and they were left only dimly 
burning. 

“It was not long after 2 o’clock,” said 
Eugete Falbe, assistant steward of the club, 
“when I was awakened and startled to see 
three men surrounding the lounge on which I 
was sleeping. 

They told him to sit up and throw up his 
hands, and as each had a revolver pointed at. 
his head he did not hesitate in obeying. 
They then told Falbe to jump out of bed and, 
with pistuls still pointed at him, and dressed 
only in his night shirt, they marched him duwn 
stairs to the first story and then to the base- 
ment. As the procession wended its way 
down stairs young Falbe was cheered with the 
occasional remark cf one of the masked men, 
who kept rubbing his revolver muzzle along 
his neck, that he had a great mind to blow the 
top of his head off. 

After the Silver. 

On his way down stairs, after being marched 
from his room, young Falbe was astonished to 
see that the lights throughout the house were 
brightly burning. He saw no chance to dodge 
or escape his captors, and he naturally con- 
cluded that they had already been through the 
house and secured all the plunder in sight. 
And so they had been. They wanted him 
for the particular purpose of telling where the 
silver plate was, and also to give them the 
combination of the safe. The latter he did 
not know, and though threatened he insisted 


late to render any assistance. The burglars 
managed to break away and escaped through 
the rear door, one of them stopping long 
enough to pick up a satchel which contained 
three sets of ivory billiard balls valued at 
$105, two or three boxes of cigars, and a pack- 
age containing several boxes of cigarettes. 


The Chase and Capture. 


Once on the street two of the burglars found 
their way to Rush street by different routes 
and then ran east on Cedar street. One was 
captured in a blind alley running south from 
Cedar street in the rear of Nos. 345 and 347 
Rush street and stopping at a fence around 
the back yard of No. 343 Rush street. 

One of them ran east on Maple street from 
the clubhouse and so got to Rush and Cedar, 
and the other ran north on Dearborn avenue 
to Elm street, east on Elm to State, and then 
south to Cedar. 

Tne first one stopped at the blind alley just 
east of Rush street. He evidently thought he 
had no time to scale the fence or look for the 
gate, so he lay down flat behind an old fence- 
post that was lying alongside the fence and 
partially covered himself with some boards. 
He would have been safe here, too, although 
he did use hia revolver once or twice, if it had 
not been for his accomplice. 

The accomplice was having some difficulty 
in keeping ahead of a policeman who was pur- 
suing nim. He carried a small valise that re 
tarded him somewhat, but he was making 
things interesting nevertheless. Every min- 
ute or two he would turn and fire at his pur- 
suer, and as they came down State street from 
Elm to Cedar they managed to wake up every 
one in the neighborhood. Just northof Cedar 
street he threw away the valise which the offi- 
cer stopped to pick up. Then the chase con- 
tinued down Cedar street past the blind alley, 
and the burglar was finally lost in an alley 
further on. 

But the chase had awakened Mr. Rice of 
Rice & Baker, expressmen, who lives on State 
near Cedar, and therein lay the danger to the 
man behind the post. 

**1 beard the shots,“ said Mr. Rice, and ran 
to the window. The officer and the burglar 
were both firing. I got out on the street and 
saw the officer running down Cedar street. 
He passed the blind alley and turned into an- 
other further east. I followed him and 
atopped near the blind alley, and whena 
couple of officers from the Larrabee Street 
Statio came up I suggested that we search 
there. We went through the barn and yards 
there, but could find no trace of the burglar. 
It was dark and there were some boards, a 


barrel, and a post lying in one corner. We 


looked in the barrel, but could hot fiad him, 
then some men from Bullen’s malthouse 
ca’ne over with lanterns and we found him 
lying in a corner between the post and fence. 
He made no resistance then and the officer 
took him away. After he was gone I found 
an old shoe and a revolver there. The mate 
to the shoe was found in the clubhouse, he 
having tnade his escape in his stocking feet.“ 
Tried to Empty His Pockets. 


On the way to the patrol box the prisoner 
tried to dispose of some things that he had in 
his pocket, including some cartridges anda 
card case containing three pawn tickets and

HAS BIELA RETURNED 


AWFUL POSSIBILITY THAT HOLMES’ 
IS THE DREAD OOMET. 


This Fishtailed Aerial Vagrant, According 
to Ignatius Donnelly, Caused the Great 
Chicago Conflagration and the Contem- 
porary Fires in Wisconsin and Michi- 
gan—Perhaps the Monster Brought on 
the Democratic Tidal Wave Tuesday— 
Suggestions to Chief Swenie. 


If the star-gazers of the Old Worla, known 
collectively as the European Union of 
Astronomers, are correct in their surmise‘ that 
the newly discovered Holines comet is none 
other than the fish-tailed aerial vagrant owned 
in fee simple, by right of discovery, by Biela, 
somebody should see that Ignatius Donnelly 
rises to the occasion. Of late Ignatius has 
been something of a calamity howler himself 
and the reappearance of this heavenly body 
will give him a chance to predict all manner 
of trouble, tribulation, disaster, and woe for 
Chicago. 

The author of the Cryptogram has said lots 
of mean things about this comet, and in that 
soulful treatise Ragnarok, in which he 
‘*knocks the spots,“ so to speak, out of the 
giacial theory of earth’s formation, he takes 
from Mrs. 0’ Leary’s cow the honor, credit, or 
odium, whichever it may be, of setting Chi- 
cago on fire, and ascribes it to the bifurcated 
tail of Biela.

Biela, that 
is the Biela twins, molted somewhere in the 
neighborhood of 1852, and, according to Ig- 
natius, these tail feathers floated arb und in 
space until 1871, when they fell with fury and 
fire upon this member of the solar system.

Lou can imagine our surprise and indeed 
our fnght to be thus awakened at the dead of 
night and told to make all haste to reach the 
first floor. Were there burglars in the house 
or was the building on fire?

sisted us in reaching the chapel. But when 
we found there was no danger the humor of 
the situa‘ion forced itself upon us, and those 
of us who were not entirely overcome with 
fright were convuised with laughter at the 
appearance of the 100 thinly and variously 
clad young women who filled the chapel. It 
wasn’t a sheet and pillowcase party, exactly, 
for to tell the truth a sheet and pillowcase 
would have been a welcome addition to the 
clothing of most of us.

At once he 
suspected they were going to stapefy him with 
chloroform or ether, and believing that they 
cared little whether they put him to sleep for 
awhile or forever he said he would submit to 
have his hands tied if they would not chl ro- 
form him. This they agreed to, but seeing 
the man with the bottle pour the liquid on the 


o’clock last night found their men in a room 
at No. 48 South Curtis street, where they were 
arrested. But little valuable property was 
found iu the room, but among other things 
was a valuable woman’s bear skin wrap. 
They gave their names as Alfred Hyde, aged 
24, and George McDonel, aged §20. They are 
both neatly dressed. 

They were taken to the Larrabee Street Sta- 
tion and confessed to their complicity in the

do so the other two rushed upon him. After a 
struggle he escabed from their clutches, and 


springing through the door into the haliway he 
eried Help! Help! Murder!“ 


They again seized him and threatened with 
Oaths to shoot him if he did not keep still. 
He a second time freed himself and tried to 


break into the room of his brother, who is the 
head steward of the club. 

Then a desperate struggle began. The burg- 
lars did not want to shoot for fear of the noise 
the explosions would make, but they vigor- 
Ously used the butts of their pistols. At last 
the head stewani, A. R. Falbe, was awakened, 
but on openinghis door one of the ruffians 
placed a pistol at his head and forced nim to 
draw back. antime young Falbe, gaining 
strength by desperation and feeling that his 
life was at stake, sent one of the burglars 
toppling downstairs with a blow. He then 
seized another, and in the struggle both fell 
down the upper half of the stairway leading 
from the first to the second floor, and con; 
tinued the struggle in the narrow landing. 
His brother, recognizing the desperateness of 
the struggle, dashed from his room and seized 
the third burglar in the hallway of the second- 
story. The burglar first thrown down the 
Stairway had reached the first floor and 
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was also taken in custody and locked up at the 


Chicago Avenue Station. 


In the struggle with the burglars both of 


the Falbes suffered, and Eugene was seriously 
though not dangerously injured. A blow 
from the butt end of one of the revolvers 
cut a long and deep gash across the 
right cheek bone and under the eye, which 
necessitated several stitches being taken by a 
physician. He also received a severe blow 
and cut on the back of the head and several 


blows in the face from a fist. The thief that 


struggled with A. R. Falbe could not use his 
revolver very handily and so he used his teeth 
and bit the steward in two places on the arm 
and sunk a tooth in his forehead. 

Sunday lest a boy about 16 years old went 
into the Marquette club seeking for work, and 
seemed to particularly examine the building. 
He was there again on election night anxious 
for anything to do, and saying he was hungry 
was given something to eat. He said he was 
blacking boots at the Union club. He was 
never known at the latter place. There seems 


little doubt that he was an advance spy for 
the trio of burglars.

PLUNGED A KNIFE INTO THE HORSE. 


Inhuman Act for Which William Russell 
Is Fined 630. 

A balky horse generally tries a man’s pa- 
tience, but the next time young William Rus- 
sell is holding the lines over one of these ob- 
stinate animals he will probably remember 
yesterday’s happenings in Justice Lyon’s 
court. Last Tuesday a horse be was driving 
balked on Market street and refused to budge. 
Russell elimbed from his seat, and, drawing a 
knife from his pocket, plunged it into the ani- 
mal’s side, inflicting a wound two inches 
deep, from which the blood poured in a 
stream. Officer O’Donnell, who made the 
arrest, said he found Russell holding mud to 
the wound to stop the flow of blood. Six other 
witnesses testified tc the same effect, and Jus- 
tice Lyon imposed a fine of $50 and costs. 


Policy Shop Keepers Arraigned. 
The policy shop keepers arrested Friday even-

VENEZUELAN AFFAIRS NOT QUIET. 


Gen. Crespo Sends 2,000 Soldiers to Quell 
an Insurrection. 

New York, Nov. 12.—The chief officer of 
the Dutch steamer Prins Willem II., which 
arrived today from the West Indian ports, 
said that he heard nothing of the reported out- 
break against the government of Hippolyte 
in Hayti. The Prins Willem III. visited Ven- 
ezuelan ports. Oct. 7 the steamer was at 
Laguayra. Reports came from the interior 
that the followers of the former government 
were gathering in force to continue the fight. 
Crespo was solidly established at Caracas. 
The Continuista forces are said to have been 
collected in the State of Carabobo and 
were getting ready to fortify themselves 
in several towns. Crespo hastily collected 
2,000 of his soldiers to send from LaGuayra to 
Porto Cabello, and from there into the in- 
terior. He appealed to Capt. Shuter of the 
Prins Willem IIL and offe a large sum of 
money to charter the steamer for twenty-four 
hours. The bargain was made and the sol- 
diers hastily ordered on board. They reached 
Porto Cabello in a few hours and disembarked, 
when they started immediately for the interi- 
or. The steamer left that day. Nothing was 
heard about the result of the expedition. 


FURNALD, THE FORGER, DISCHARGED 


No Instructions Received from Italy Rela- 
tive to His Extradition. 

New Yorx, Nov. 12.—|Special.]—Walter 
Gay Furnald, who was arrested Nov. 2 for 
passing a worthless check for $500 at the Mur- 
ray Hill Hotel, was brought into the Supreme 
Court chambers today on a writ of habeas 
corpus. The hotel escapade was settled by 
his father, who is a wealthy merchant at Man- 
chester, N. H. He was immediately rear- 
rested, however, on the charge of stealing 
$2,500 worth ot diamonds from Mrs. Katherine 
Post, No. 1429 Michigan avenue, Chicago. 
This case was also settled, but the police still 
held Furnald on the charge of passing a 
worthless check for 3,000 francs at a 
hotel in Milan, Italy. Lawyer McManus 
argued before Judge Andrews today that his 
client should be released as no instructions 
had been received from the Italian Govern- 
ment concerning Furnald’s extradition.

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CAUGHT A FORGER. 


LIEUT. OHARLES E. M’BRIDE AND HIS 
EXPERIENCES OF A MONTH. 


After Losing Money During the Dedica- 
tion Trip He Begins to Sign the Names 
of His Friends to Checks in the Hope 
That He May Recover All of His Losses 
—When He Failed He Began a Trip to 
the West with Several Stops, Which 
Caused His Arrest. 


Kansas Crry, Mo., Nov. 12.—[Special.]—A 
boyish-faced youth about 20 years of age, with 
an air of innocence in every movement, was 
arrested as he alighted from an Alton train 
from Chicago this morning. His arrest 
shocked him, for at the first glance at the 
officer’s blue coat and badge he hung his head 
and cried. The youth was Charles H. Mo- 
Bride of Elkhart, Ind., the offense charged 
is repeated forgery. In respects his story 
is asad one. It is an old tale in u new cover, 
a popular romance in another dress. The im- 
mediate reason for the arrest of the youth was 
outlined in a telegram sent by James Norton 
of Slater, Mo., to the Chief of Police here. 
The boy was charged with fraud. When the 
officer took him before the Captain of the 
First Precinct he broke into tears anew. 

“This .would break my mother’s heart if 
she knew it. Keop it from her, Captain, do.“ 
The young man is a Lieutenant in the Third 
Indiana Light Infantry. His tamily is one of 
the best in Indiana. Today he wore his com- 
pany’s uniform, and, despite the dejection that 
was manifested on every line of his face, the 
youth looked every inch a soldier. 

Lieut. McBride, according to his story, left 
Elkhart a month ago to attend the dedication 
exercises at Chicago. It was in the World’s 
Fair city that his troubles began. At home 
the youth was a model, but the glare of the 
city was too mach forhim. Early in his stay 
in Chieago the young officer fell in with 

amblers, who, after much pleading, induced 
Fim to join the game, in which he was speed- 
ily fleeced. 
His First False Signature. 

He committed a dozen small forgeries, in- 
cluding names of trusting friends at home, for 
$10, $15, $20, and even as high as $50 in two or 
three cases. This money went where the 
other went, as the young man tried to retrieve 
his losses. From Chicago the boy went to 
Waterloo, Ind., where he found himself with- 
out a cent and a record of crime behind him. 
In the hope that with afew more dollars he 
might get his money back the youth forged 
more checks, one on the De Kalb bank and 
one on the Bank of Waterloo, each for a large 
sum. It all went in the old way. He thought 
that he knew the tricks of the card sharps, but 
they were too much for him. From Waterloo 
Lieut. McBride went to half a dozen towns in 
which he had acquaintances, and in each of 
them imposed upon his friends. Getting 
some money ahead by irregular methods the 
roving spirit took possession of him and he 
started West. He wert to Lawrence, Kas., 
where he cashed a check for $100, returning 
to Chicago with it. In two weeks he was in 
Missouri, on the lines of the Chicago and Al. 
ton and the Chicago, Burli n and Quincy 
railroads, working nearly all of the small 
towns in that part of the State. His last move 
was at Slater, a hustling little railroad town 
ninety wiles east of this city, on the Chicago 
and Alton road. 

James Norton, another trusting friend who 


used to live in Elkhart, was his game. He 
went to Mr. Norton and pretend to have 
stopped off on a friendly call. Mr. Norton 


remembered how he had trotted the boy on 
his knee only a few years ago and of course it 
was a pleasure to see him. In a day or two 
the youth said that he wanted to go to Chica- 
go but was a little short of ready money. If 
Mr. Norton would cash a check for him it 
would be a great accommodation. Of course 
Mr. Norton would. That is where Mr. Nor- 
ton made his mistake. 

The lad went to Chicago and in a day or 
two was back in Missouri on his old line. Mr. 
Norton heard of him and when he learned last 
night that McBride would be here this morn- 
ing he telegraphed for him. The young man’s 
forgeries were clever. He rarely made victims 
of men of whom he did not know a at deal. 
Tonight he was taken to Slater by Sheriff 
of Saline County. 

Says He Was Forced to It. 


%I am not a professional thief, he said, 
“but I was forced to it.“ His pockets re- 
vealed a curious collection of papers. There 
were several small checks already made out 
on the Farmers’ Bank of Odessa, Mo., the 
De Kalb Bank of Waterloo, Ind., and other 
banks in this State and in Indiana. He 
had a supply ot pawn-tickets and two 
accident policies made out in the name 
of Charles M. Haverfield. Haverfield 
seemed to be his principal alias, as nearly all 
his letters were addressed in name. He 
eays his name is Charles Haverfield McBride. 
One postal card read: “Lefq tus; Utuz 
bef bguis spy, which was made out to 
mean Keep shy; they are after you, each 
letter in the cipher being one less in the 
numerical order than the corresponding let- 
ters of the deciphered message. A piece of 
paper was found with the names of Phil Yea- 

er, Will Holloway, Will Schultz, Jackson 

ros., and R. A. Short, all of Kansas City, on 
it. Whether he iftended to defraud these 
parties or not he would not say. 

Young McBride says itis his first time in 
jail. According to his statement he is a law 
student and knows something of locomotive 
engineering. He has been recently employed 
by the Star Publishing company of Waterloo, 
Ind., and had on his person a letter from the 
Secretary of the company congratulating him 
on his good work. He is a rather tall and 
slender, well built young man, and makes a 
good appearance in his Lieutenant uniform. 
He talks easily, but has evidently not. -had 
much experience in his latest mode of life,

JUDGE COOLEY OF DUBUQUE PARALYZED. 


He Is Stricken at His Daughter’s Home in 
New York. 


Dusveousg, Ia., Nov. 12.—Word was received 
from New York today that Judge D. N. Cooley 
of Dubuque was dying at the home of his 
daughter in that city. He went to Connecticut 
in September.to attend the wedding of his 
only son.

Mrs. Catherina Letendecker Dead. 

Mrs. Catherina Leiendecker, widow of the late 
John Leiendecker, died yesterday at her home, 
No. 356 State street. Mrs. Leiendecker was one 
of the old German residents of Chicago. She was 
born in Olzheim, Germany, in 1826. She came to 
Chicago in 1842. Her husband, who was born in 
Wintrich. Germany, in 1820, came to Chicago a 
year later and they were married in this city in 
1847.

He then moved to No. 2310 Wabash avenue, 
but a year later moved back to State and Harri- 
son streets, where he died in 1877, and where the 
family still lives. Mrs. Leiendecker, like her hus- 
band, was well known by all the old German resi- 
dents of the city. She leaves an estate valued 
over $200,000. Surviving her are four sons, John 
P., Frederick W., Charles J., and Edward J., who 
have long been active in First Ward politics. 

The funeral will be held tomorrow morning at 
the residence. High Mass will be celebrated at 
St. Peter’s Church and the interment will be held 
at St. Boniface Cemetery. 


Death of James M. Leighton, 

James M. Leighton, Superintendent of the 
Illinois and Michigan Canal, died suddenly at 
Lockport, III., last night.

He came here 
from Chicago twenty years ago and acquired 
a lucrative law practice and secured quite a 
standing politically and socially. He wags 
wealthy and there was nothing known to 
cloud his life. 

The morning of July 22 he atterded to some 
matters in his law office and remarked to his 
partner, Isaac E. Congdon, that he was going 
to take a run over to Huney Creek Lake for a 
day and would return in the evening, The 
evening wore away and the Judge did not re- 
turn. The next day his friends 
alarmed and a*.searching party was at once 
organized. At the lake the Judge's 
clothing and personal effects were found in a 
boat that he had hired the night before, Thig 
was thought to be conclusive evidence 
that Judge Clarkson was drowned. Large 
parties of friends dragged the lake for days 
with the hope of finding the body, but in vain, 
At last the search was abandoned, and the 
friends and relatives gave up all hopes of find. 
ing the body. | 

This morning a man alighted from one of 
the early trains from the East and at once 
made his way to the postoffice. Upon enter. 
ing the building he called for Postmaster 
Clarkson, and was at once shown into the pri- 
vate room, | 

Finds His Nephew Clothed in Rags, 

The postmaster was called from the main 
office and as he entered the private 
room he saw a man whom he up- 
posed to be a tramp occupying one of 
the upholstered chairs. He was dressed in the 
garb of-a laboring man, his pants were frayed 
at the bottom, and his sleeves were out at the 
elbows, he was dirty and sported a stubby 
beard of several weeks’ growth. The two 
men passed the time of day. During all this 
time Postmaster Clarkson had been doi 
some hard thinking, and as the last wo 
dropped from the lips of the hitherto stranger 
he arose from his chair and remarked: . 
_ “My God, isn’t this Joe Clarkson!“ 

The answer was simple and was only one 
word. Les. 

The story from the Judge’s own lips is full 
vf pathos. He was not averse to — and 
ut once proceeded to detail his disappearance 
and wandering since July. For many weeks 
prior to that time the Judge had had serious 
trouble with his eres. He con- 
sulted the most eminent physicians and 
had been informed that to save his sight an 
operation would have to be performed. T 
this operation he submitted and the pain 
drove him frantic. It was so severe that it 
preyed upon his mind and he was only too 
anxious to do anything that would afford re- 
lief. For days this continued, when suddenly 
it ceased, but it had affected his mind. He 
had but one idea, and that wasto get away 
from Omaha and its care and burdens. 


Resolved to Leave Dull Care Behind. 


That fateful Friday morning the 
Judge, after transacti some business 
at the office, was suddenly seized with 


a desire to at once leave the city. He went to 
a clothing store and bought a cheap suit of 
clothes, and then sta for Honey Creek 
Lake. There he hired the boat and rowed 
out into the lake. After floating around for 
some time he returned to the shore, changed 
his clothes, putting on the new ones and leav- 
ing the old ones in the boat. 

What happened after that isa blank in the 
Judge’s mind, as far as the occurrences of the 
next few days are concerned. When he next 
erme to his senses he was near Clinton, Ia. 

* How I got there I Will never know.“ said 
the Judge, but I am of the opinion that I 
must have walked the most of the way, for I 
was so tired and lame that I could hard! 
stand. It wasin the afternoon that I 
Clinton and, not having ang money, I lay 
down on the sidewalk to rest. After ＋ 
there fora short time I happeued to thin 
that I was hungry, and at once started for tha 
country. I struc arm-house earned 
my supper, 
pitchi off hay. 
changed my name, but why I can’t say. 1 
went by the name of Brad Dooli and was 
known by that name from the time that I 
reached Clinton until I started for home. 
During ali of this time I was sure that I was 
Brad ittle and that I was from Chiesgo, 
but why this idea kept running through my 
mind I will never know. I remembered about 
Omaha, but could not remember of any ties 
that bound me to the place. My one 
seemed to be that I must work . must save 
every cent that I earned. 

Tramped About Hunting for Work. 

„For two or three days I tra»ped about the 
country hunting for work, but usually I was 
unsuccessful, as the places had just been filled 
or they did not want help. I was somewhat 
discouraged, but I did not give ap hope. 
walked up to Sabula and there I gota job in 
a government dredge boat handling rock at 
10 cents an hour, and while there I worked 
ten and one-half hours each day and saved 
money. Finally I concluded that the work 
was too hard and went back to UC.inton, 
where I found employment in the lumber 
yards of Lamb & Co., wheeling a lumber cart 
and pushing lumber into the cars. I read the 
papers and frequently saw items of news from 
Omaha, but, strange as it may seem it never 
caused me to have anidea of what happened 
to me or that I ought to return.

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PR. JACKSON IS DEAD. 


HIS DEMISE RESULTS FROM A STROKE 
OF APOPLEXY. 


The End Peaceful—Funeral Services Will 
Be Held Tomorrow Afternoon at the 
Second Presbyterian Church, and the 
Remains Will Be Laid Under the Sod 
at Janesville, Wis.—History of a Man 
Who Rose to a Position of Eminence 
in His Chosen Profession. 

After an illness of ten days Dr. A. Reeves 

Jackson died at the Hotel Metropole at 10:30 

4. m. yesterday. His death was caused by 

apoplexy, with which he was stricken Nov. 2. 

Up to that time he had apparentiy been in 

good health. The last few days Dr. Jackson 

sank gradually, but so steadily that Dr. 

Quine, who attended him, saw that death was 

certain. Dr. Jackson passed away easily. 

Friday evening he lost consciousness and did 

not again recognize those present in the sick 
room. At his bedside were his wife and two 
daughters, who had watched without rest all 
the time he was prostrated. 
Dr. Jackson was regarded as one of the 
most scholarly men in the medical profession, 
but with all his attainments he was one of 
the plainest and most modest. He possessed 
the faculty of being able to operate and lec- 
ture at the same time, which, with other abili- 
ties, made him one of the best of teachers. 

His illness may be said to date back fifteen 

years, when he received an infective wound 


while performing an operation. At 
brief periods he was ‘incapable 
of domg any work, but in spite 


of his suffering neither his mental nor bodily 
vigor was impaired to any extent. Three 
years ago he had an unusually severe illness, 
an outcropping of the infection, from which 
he recovered apparently. Immediately after 
this he spent a year in travel in Europe, visit- 
ing all the leading hospitals and eminent 
practitioners. Since his return his health had 
been good and he entered into his practice 
with great zeal and devotion. The immediate 
illness that terminated his life began thirteen 
days ago with a feeling of numbness in his 
left side. This increased gradually and in 
thirty-six hours resulted in complete paralysis. 

Funeral services will be held at 4 o’clock to- 
morrow afternoon at the Second Presbyterian 
Church, Michigan avenue and Twenty-first 
street, the Rev. Dr. McPherson ‘officiating. 
The pallbearers will be Drs. Stowell, Quine, 
Steele, McWilliams, Hyde, and Owens. Three 
hundred students of the College of Physicians 
ana Surgeons will attend iu a body. The inter-

[Abraham Reeves Jackson, A. M., M. D., was 
born in Philadelphia June 17, 1827. He received 
his education in the public schools and graduated 
at the Central High School in 1846. He then be- 

to prepare for the posiuon of Engineer in the 
United States navy, but after a few months 
abandoned this purpose and commenced the study 
of medicine. He was graduated from the Medical 
Department of the Pennsylvania University in 
1848. Soon after he located at Stroudsburg, 
Pa., where he remained twenty-two years. In 
1862 he entered the army as acting assistant 
surgeon and was appointed Assistant Medical 
Director of the Army of. Virginia. In 1867 he ac- 
companied the celebrated Quaker City excursion 
from New York to the Mediterranean and Pales- 
tine as ship's surgeon. In 1870 he removed to Chi- 
cago and, with the aid of influential friends, se- 
cured the wee y 1 of the Woman's Hospital 
of the State of illinois Sept. 1, 1871. to which in- 
stitution he was made surgeon-in-chief. In 1872 
he was elected lecturer on diseases of women in 
Rush Medical College, and in the following 
year the trustees, as a testimonial to his services. 
conferred upon him the honorary degree of M. D. 
In 1874 he was elected by the Chicago Medical 
Society editor of the Chicago Medical Director. 
In 1877 Dr. Johnson resigned his position in Rush 
Medical College and in 1879 that of surgeon-in- 
chief of the Woman's Hospital. For nearly twenty 
years his professional practice has been limited 
to the special diseases of women, upon which sub- 
ject he has contributed many papers to the vari- 
ous medical journals. In 1882 he became one of 
the founders of the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons of Chicago, of which institution he had 
been President and Professor of Gynecology to 
the tims of his death. In June, 1889, Dr. Jackson 
was elected President of the Association of Acting 
Surgeons of the United States Army, a position 
from which his death only retired him. In 1891 
he was elected President of the American 
- os ical iety. He was a member 
the American Medical Association, Amer- 
ican Academy of Medicine. Chicago Med- 
ical Society, Chicago Medico-Legal Soci- 
ety, and also of many other medical organiza- 
tions. Besides the eminent position Dr. Jackson 
held in his profession he had alsu a reputation as 
asubtle humorist. His Old Grimes,“ which was 
a burlesque on a certain phase of the sermonizing 
and literary criticism of the day, published here 
, Was a great success and widely read and 
ed over. It is also well known that Dr. 
Jackson is the prototype of My friend. the doc- 
tor,” in Mark Twain's ‘“* Innocents Abroad.“ ]

ENGLISH PAPERS TOLD LITTLE 
ABOUT AMERIOAN ELECTIONS. 


Harold Frederic Comments on the Way 
London Editors Present Most Interest- 
ing Matters—Liberals Not Pleased with 
the Prospect of No Autumn Session of 
Parliament and Enthusiasm Is Grow- 
ing Less—Trafalgar Square Meeting To- 
day May Result Seriously. 

| SPECIAL CABLE } 

Loxpox, Nov. 12.— The metropolitan press 
has this week had an admirable opportunity 
of showing afresh how little London reflects 
and represents England at large, and has im- 
proved it with notable success. Probably 
more Englishmen were interested in learning 
now the Tuesday election had gone than have 
ever before bestowed their united attention on 
any American event since the cable was laid. 
In the great industrial centers of population 
of the midlands and the north; in every ship- 
ping port; wherever throughout the kingdom, 
in fact, men of affairs gathered together 
Wednesday this subject drove every other 
from their thoughts and talk. To look at the 
telegraphic pages of the London morning 
papers, however, one would have supposed 
that no Englishman knew or cared in the 
least about the affair. 

The regular reports sent from New York 
and received here in time to goto press 
Wednesday morning amounted to nearly a 
column, but only one paper used even half of 
this. The others threw it ail away except a 
few short paragraphs which were given a 
subordinate place, and they crowded the pages 
instead with interminable repetitions and de- 
tails about the dynamite explosion in Paris. 
Editorial expressions and opinion on the re- 
sult since have been quite in keeping with the 
original conception of the importance of the 
news; that is to say, they bear the smallest 
possible relation to what the real England 
thinks on the subject. 

t course there are large and widely dis- 
tributed industrial commercial interests 
keenly concerned in the prospects of a new 
kind of tariff legisiation in America, but I 
believe there is a far greater class of English- 
men who have viewed the whole question 
quite apart from any prospective trade there 
and who rejoice over the outcome without a 
selfish thought in their heads. Thinking 
Liberais here for a long time had been grow- 
ing gloomy about America, they felt that 
the example of the republic, so far from 
strengthening the hands of progressive leaders 
in Europe, was really fostermg a reactionary 
spirit allover the Old World and simplifying 
the taste of those whose heriditary business it 
is to keep the people of Europe in the bond- 
age of kingcraft and militarism. : 

Something Besides Trade. ; 

Their jubilation now has little to do with 

the chances that Bradford and Sheffield may 
be blessed with a trade revival, but reflects in- 
stead a confidence that America is going to 
return to the paths which popularize and dig- 
nify the idea of Republicanism over here. 
These good people who aspire to move all 
mankind forward and upward do not, it must 
be admitted, get much moral assistance from 
the career of the Republic in Frauce. It is 
probable that things are not so bad there as 
they seem; but they are bad enough in all 
conscience. People expect the Loubet Min- 
istry to fall next Wednesday on the question 
of a more stringent press law, and if by a mir- 
acle it escapes this threatened defeat over- 
throw is said to be certain a few days later 
upon the issue of a commercial treaty with 
Switzerland. | 

Political groups have been so disorganized 

and confused by revent events that nobody has 

any clear idea as to who isto be asked to torm 

a ministry next and attempt the melancholy 

fate of getting together a majority in the 

Chamber. It seems most likely that Constans 

will somehow emerge from the troubled situ- 

ation as master, at least fora moment. This 
revival of Anarchist activity certainly turns 
people's minds toward him, and it is conceiv- 
able that popular feeling, excited by dynamite 
atrocities, will be powerful enough to keep 
him in office despite the distrust of politicians. 

It may be looked to wage a determined and 
not over-scrupulous warfare upon the elements 
of disorder generally, and perhaps he will suc- 
ceed for a time in driving lawlessness under 
the surface. A drawback to this outlook is 
that any marked success of his will be met by 
the suspicicn that he intended to essay the 
role of savior of society and it will be easier 


to combine the Radicals against him than 


against other politicians in France. The epi- 
sode of thc Carmaux strikes and Clemenceau’s 
intervention has carried certain sections 
of the Radical party into a much more 
advanced position than ever before. They 
have abandoned the Marseillaise as a 
Burgeoise tune and sing the Carmagnois ”’ 
instead and are working themselves up to a 
state of mind where Carnot appeers like an- 
other Louis XVI. and every prosperous busi- 
ness-man a criminal autocrat. It is, in truth, 
a baff ng and disheartening muddle. 
Will Beat the Bill. 

As the time for the assembling of the Reichs- 
tag draws near it becomes more apparent 
that the new German Army bill will be beat- 
en. All the Deputies coming up to Berlin 
from the constituencies report an unex- 
ampled popular unanimity against the meas- 
ure 80 deep-rooted and powerful 


that it is utterly out of the question that 


Parliament should ignore or defy it. This 
opens up before William a most awkward 
and difficult situation. Any ill-considered 
word or hasty action on his part might now 
precipitate highly remarkable events. 

There is no spécially organized or formu- 
lated disaffection to the throne at this mo- 
ment in Germany, but there could be a very 
sinister and terrible spirit of this sort evoked 
on short notice by incaution on his part if he 
dissolved the Reichstag. It is morally 
certain that the elections would return 
& new Chamber still less tractable than 
the present one. Yet if he accepts defeat and 
allows Caprivito be replaced by Eulenberg or 
some other junker Bureaucrat Bismarck’s tri- 
umph will spread demoralization throughout 
German politics. Prudence obviously dic- 
tates a compromise of some kind, and the bal- 
ance of probability is still in favor of an ar- 
rangement being made which both sides can 
call victory. But there are also many 
chances of grave, momentous troubles. 

Of one thing at least everybody may be cer- 
tain—the German imperial managers will not 
yield ground until they have made a pro- 
digious effort to frighten the country with a 
Franco-Prussian war scare. Already the Ber- 
lin ministerial papers have begun to print 
alarmist accounts of remarkable movements 
of troops in Poland and Little Russia, and 
these will be supplemented, no doubt, by an 
incident of some sort judiciously gotten up 
for the occasion. This stentorious shouting of 
wolf is an old trick of Bismarck’s and the 
Germans are not easily to be fooled afresh by 
it, all the less since Bismarck is now eager to 
explain its bogus character. But these war 
alarms are always dangerous things, and just 
now there is so much truth at bottom of them 
that a false security may easily be more dis- 
astrous than the excitement. 

In English Provinces. 

English papers report long speeches which 
the political leaders seem to be making in the 
Provinces, and editors go through a solemn 
pretense of discussing them, but I should 
think that no human being not compelled to 
do so would read aline of them. Doubtless 
the meeting of the new Parliament will stir 
the put up to partisan interest once more, 
but it ig at the lowest conceivable ebb just 
s add to this general indif- 

rtain pique of theirown. Nine 
really desired an autumn session 


and wanted to begin the work of reform while 
the electorate was still excited. This iong 
wait before anything is started takes the nerve 
out of the party and saps its fighting vigor. 
To talk with the average liberal voter now 
you might think his side had lost the 
election last summer instead of winning it. 
In fact, nothing has been done after all these 
months except to start a rather disappointing 
eviction Commissioner in Dublin and open 
Trafalgar Square to public meetings Satur- 
day and Sunday afternoons. 

Tomorrow’s formal demonstration there 
will decide the wisdom of this step. It is alto- 
gether probable it will be found that now the 
public has got the right to assemble: there, 
they don’t want to make use of it. If the 
dismal fog, however, which has been choking 
London all the week, and today made a mid- 
night blackness at noon, keeps up, the police 
will be given an extremely anxious Sunday. 

East Ena poverty and restlessness are much 
more clamorous this winter than usual and 
the Parisian ferment is giving a more menac- 
ing tone to the English socialist orators than 
has been heard before. It would require little 
to scare London beyond self-control, and if 
one of those great throngs drawn from the 
‘East End got into collision with the police, or 
brought in its train a band of thieves who 
made mischief, the new ministry would pay a 
heavy price for its Trafalgar Square policy. 

Poor, Old Marlborough, 

Even the Times had harsh things to say of 
the Duke of Marlborough, whose wholly un- 
looked for death has been the social sensation 
of the week, and in fact, nobody has offered 
any kindly comment whatever. tis reputa- 
tion for cleverness, put away the last 
possible excuse for evil and brutal: behavior, 
made him of all Englishmen, perhaps one 
of the most detested. His American marriage 
did nothing to facilitate that rehabilitation 
which heseeme to have sought of late; in- 
deed, it is more likely to have prejudiced it 
among the circles which breed eligible native 
brides for Dukes. One gets an interesting re- 
flection of this feeling in the spiteful remark 
going the rounds of the English papers that 
all three of the recent premature ducal deaths 
(Manchester, Sutherland, and Marlborough) 
have followed upon American marriages. 

More than usual attention is bestowed on 
the new Duke, who comes of age tomorrow, 
and is said to be one of the cleverest fellows 
now at Oxford. He is diminutive in stature, 
but devoted to athletics and, in fact, curiously 
like the original great Duke. He has always 
been earnestly on the side of his injured 
mother, and it is understood that henceforth 
Bienheim will see little ot the people who 
have been making themselves at home in it of 
late years. 

Nansen’s bold scheme of shutting himself 
up in the Polar Sea with provisions for five 
years and seeing where the drift of the arctic 
ice carries him attracts the British imagina- 
tion as peculiarly heroic and there will bea 
tremendous crush to hear his lecture at the 
‘Royal Geographical Society Monday. En- 
giand has left arctic exploration so long to 
Americans and Scandinavians that there is no- 
body here now whose opinions on the subject 
carry much weight, but the general feeling is 
that Nansen will never return. 

Gladstone and His Queen. Disagree. 

The story goes that there is a deadlock on 
the Laureateship, Gladstone wishing to 
grant it either to Lewis Morris orto William 
Watson, and the Queen holding out for Sir 
Theodore Martin. There is no means of 
guessing the truth of this, but when names of 
this caliber are mentioned Englishmen may 
well be content that the post should continue 
in abeyance indetinitely. 

English criticism has with common consent 
treated Irving’s resolve to play Lear as 
the most important step in his long and active 
managerial career. The fact that the methods 
of the old robust school of tragedians have 
survived so much longer on the other side of 
the Atlantic than here has kept this fierce test 
of dramatic strength well alive on the Ameri- 
ean stage. There is an entire generation of 
English piaygoers who have never seen King 
Lear” atall. Not only did Thursday’s audi- 
ence watch it as an almost complete novelty, 
but the critics in the morrow’s papers took it 
for granted that their readers knew little 
of it and rehearsed the story at 
length. Irvmg's conception and handling 
of the part differ so widely from Booth’s idea 
and from that of the elder Forrest and McCul. 
lough that Americans who go to see it next 
year will also get a sense of unfamiliarity. 
Perhaps in part from a dread of the effects of 
the terrible physical strain Irving keeps the 
deciamatory lines severely down, and makes 
points instead bydelicate means which soften 
rather than by fervor. All this makes a weird, 
uncanny Lear not altogether pleasing to the 
beholder perhaps, but undoubtedly a most 
impressive and affecting piece of dramatic art. 

Restraint in the Setting. 

Most intelligent restraint is shown in the 
setting of the play. It is given just that meas- 
ure of rough, barbaric magnificence, befitting 
a Keltic court after the Romans had gone. 
But there is no attempt at pageantry or spec- 
tacle. The part of Cordelia is shorn below 
the custom of our versions, but adds a most 
beautiful and skillful little vignette to Ellen 
Terry’s gallery of exquisite portrayals. The 
whole presentation, indeed, is worthy of the 
highest and most dignified traditions of the 
Lyceum. 

There has now arisen among the American 
artists in Europe one of those unpleasant 
complications which the Chicago directors 
have known how to sowin so many other 
quarters, and which threatens to react injuri- 
ously on American art at the World’s Fair. 
Some dozen American artists of distinction 
are domiciled in London, and among them 
are Whistler, Sargent, Shannon, Hitchcock, 
McClure, Hamilton,Anna Lea Merritt, Aubrey 
Hunt, Pennell, Mark Fisher, and Abbey. This 
list surely rivals in importance that of Paris. 
Yet whereas a whole committee of selection was 
designated for Faris the entire thing was 
delegatea here to E. A. Abbey, who is re- 
ported a» disinclined to serve. While person- 
ally he is popular, the others resent his selec- 
tion as a solitary arbiter, and unless some way 
be found to rearrange the matter it is proba- 
bie that no pictures will be sent from London 
at all.

TUBERCULOSIS IN A COW AT TORONTO. 


Presence of the Disease Proved by the Use 
of Koch’s Tuberculine. 

Toronto, Ont., Nov. 12.—A case of tuber- 
culosis has been discovered in a cowin one 
of the city dairies. Dr. Cooper, veterinary 
surgeon; Dr. Mackenzie of the Provincial 
Board of Health, and Dr. Allen; medical 
health officer, have been working on the case 
for some days. When the affected cow was 
discovered there was some doubt as to 
the nature of the diseuse and it was not until 
the animal had been inoculated with Koch’s 
tuberculine that a positive conclusion was 
reached. This is the first occasiorc in which 
tuberculine has been used nere, and the ex- 
perunent was watched with a good deal of 
interest. Veterinary surgeons are of the 
opinion that a new light has been acquired 
whereby tuberculusis can now be diagnosed 
beyond a shadow of a doubt.

Lonpon, Nov. 12.—[Copyright, 1892, Press 
Publishing company, New York World.]—A 
new baby was born last Sunday which makes 
the great-grandchildren of the Queen now 
mount up to the unlucky number of thirteen, 
It was a boy that came to the Princess Lou- 
ise of Battenberg, whe is a daughter of the 
late Princess Alice. The Queen now has 
fifty-five living descendants—six children, 
thirty-six grandchildren, and thirteen great- 
grandchildren. It will require thirty-nine 
deaths before this last baby can ever expect 
to become King of England. ‘here are now 
seventy-five possible heirs to the throne all 
told, and he comes thirty-ninth on the list. 

In spite of reports to the contrary the 
Queen’s health has been very good this au- 
tumn. She has, however, been somewhat wor- 
ried over financial matters. She has been re- 
cently making alterations to her will, and this 
always means a great deal of work. It is dif- 
ficult for the Queen to dispose satisfactorily of 
her large personal property; fcr the stock of 
royal grandchildren continues to increase rap- 
idly, and in addition to this there are growing 
claims on her generosity by relations and dis- 
tant descendants, Itis said that twoof the 
Queen’s daughters, the Princess Christian and 
the Princess Henry of Battenberg, will be es- 
pecially well looked after in her will. 

Speaking of royalty, the Kmpress Frederick 
and Princess Margaret had a little adventure 
with their lap dog in Venice the other day. 
The dog was trotting along by the side of the 
ladies on their way to St. Mary’s, when a dog- 
catcher snatched up the animal and made off 
with it in spite of the protestations of the 
ladies. Of course he did not know who they 
were. They appealed to a policeman, went to 
the station with him, and after mutual ex- 
planations got their dog back again. 

The only other royal personages who have 
done anything worth recording this week are 
the Queen Regent of Spain and the King and 
Queen of Portugal. They distinguished 
themselves by walking on American soil. It 
was at the inauguration of the American Fine 
Arts Exhibition at Madrid, where a throne 
was fixed for them. The approach to the 
throne was made up entirely of minerals from 
America, so that the Queen Regent of Spain 
as she advanced to her seat trod only upon 
American soil. She was followed by the King 
and Queen of Portugal, who sat by her side, 

Attains His Majority Today. 

The new Duke of Marlborough, while not 
exactly royal, is an interesting personage just 
now. He comes of age tomorrow, when he 
gets possession of all his magnificent estates. 
He is still studying at Oxford, and is said to 
be a decent fellow, but rather stupid, with a 
liver which reminds him now and then of ita 
existence. He reads Schopenhauer and is 
something of a pessimist. He has a high 
forehead, an aquiline nose, and looks some- 
thing like the great Duke. He is a good deal 
of a hunter and hates mathematics. 

The utmost mystery is preserved as to Mrs. 
Parnell’s bankruptcy, and the statement of 
affairs, which is invariably lodged within a 
week of the petition, has vot yet been dis- 
closed. Her bankruptcy is important chiefly 
because of its bearing on the proposed ar- 
rangement for the release of the Paris fund. 
It has brought to a standstill the negotiations 
between the lawyers of the Federationists and 
those of the Parnellites for a mutual 
consent to the release of the funds. 

No consent can have any binding force 
now, unless it is signed by the official trustee 
in bankruptcy, in. whose hand Mrs. Parnell 
has placed all her affairs, Contrary to the 
general belief, Mrs. Parneil did not claim the 
custody of the entire Paris fund as Parnell’s 
representative. Her claim was limited to 
£5,000, an overdraft ona Dublin bank, for 
which Parnell was one of the securities and 
which was spent in support of the evicted 
tenants. The information supplied as to the 
particulars of this claim are vague. One ex- 
planation offered of Mrs. Parnell’s petition is 
that since Parnell’s death she has been over- 
whelmed with liabilities incurred by him in 
counection with his enterprising attempts to 
revive mining in Wicklow. 

The row among the mem bers of the Evicted 
Tenants’ Commission is the old story of the 
Irish being unable to agree among themselves. 
Everything is going wrong. The Paris fund 
dispute opens out vistas of legal chicanery 
and delay, which may practically be endless, 
and the new commission appointed to find 
means to reinstate the tenants is falling to 
pieces at the outset. It consisted of five Com- 
missioners, one of them being an avowed land- 
lord representative, and the landlords, anxious 
to avoid the exposure of an inquiry, have pre- 
vailed upon their representative to retire. The 
pretext chosen for this is the refusal of the 
Chairman to allow the landlords’ counsel! to 
cross-examine the tenants’ witnesses. Such a 
claim has never been allowed before. It 
need not be surprising if Morley threw up his 
place in disgust, for one Irish faction is using 
whatever influence it has to hamper Morley in 
every branch of his administration. Opposi- 
tion of the ‘Tories was to be expected, but 
when the English and Scoth home-rulere see a 
section of Irish home-rulers make common 
cause with the Tories against Morley it looks 
bad for the government. 

McCarthyites Have No Money. 
A private meeting of McCarthyite mem- 
bers is to be held in Dublin Monday, and the 
general convention of the federation dele- 
gates, which follows, will be chiefly concerned 
with the question of finances. The resources 
of the party are ata low ebb, owing to the 
heavy demaads of the evicted tenants, the ex- 
penses of the general election, and the bad 
state of trade and agriculture. 
Every newspaper in this country has had 
much to say about the election of Cleveland. 
The defeat of Harrison is regarded as a pre- 
lude to the downfall of the excessive tariffs. 
Interviews have been had with leading manu- 
facturers in Belfast, Manchester, Liverpool, 
Sheffield, and other places, covering those in- 
dustries most affected by the new tariff. The 
universal opinion expressed by manufacturers 
of cotton, linen, steel, velvets, and ships is, 
first, that there will be no free trade; second, 
that there will be a reduction in the tariff; 
third, that this reduction will help English 
and American trade equally; fourth, that En- 
glish madufacturers must expect increased 
competition when the reduced tariff goes into 
effect. Four tinplate factories in Wales, now 
closed, have given notice that they will re- 
sume opera‘ions in a few weeks. 
The general sentiment everywhere is voiced 
in an interview had with Elijah Helm. Secre. 
tary of the Manchester Chamber of Com- 
merce, who said: There are some few 
special manufacturers interested here who 
hope to extend their trade with the United 
States, but it may be remembered if America 
is now on the road toward free trade a severe 
com petition from her side of the Atlantic will 
have to be reckoned on. A serious temporary 
interference with commerce will result to both 
countries from any change, and many people 
on both sides of the ocean will suffer at first, 
until trade settles down and each country 
manufactures those specialties which can best 
be produced there. There will be an enor- 
mous increase in the mutual interchange of 
manufactures eventually.“

Chancellor von Caprivi will 
introduce it in the Reichstag on the 24th inst., 
and if it is defeated he will resign. The Em- 
peror is not an enthusiastic adherent of the 
project. His Majesty is credited, while giving 
his final assent to it, with remarking to the 
Chancellor, You risk much over this.“ 

The members of the Reichstag and Land- 
tag who are now gathering here concur in re- 
porting that their constituents dislike the 
prospect of increased taxation for army pur- 
poses, though they are willing to agree to the 
two years’ service provision. In view of 
the Chancellor’s shaky position, the political 
groups are already discussing the question cf 
who will be his successor. Count von Eulen- 
berg, President of the Prussian Council of 
Ministers, and Prince Hohenlohe, Statthalter 
of Alsace-Lorraine, who is now visiting Berlin 
on leave of absence, are the chief favorites. 

Objections to Miquel. 

Dr. Miquel, whose conspicuous financial 
ability is likely to steer the Prussian Ministry 
through their troubles in the Landtag, has 
held aloof from Chancellor von Caprivi’s 


schemes. If his qualities of tact as 
a leader and a capable speaker, 
with a thorough knowledge of state 
business, could cominend him for 


the position to the Emperor, he would be the 
best choice, but the Emperor is known to 
hanker after a Chancellor with some military 
record and aristocratic connections, who 
would prove a supple instrument of his own 
if possible, rather than a clear-headed states- 
man having independent tendencies. 

Official information from St. Petersburg 
contradicts both the reported conclusion of a 
Franco-Russian alliance and the sensational 
stories that Russian troops are being concen- 
trated upon the frontier. The interview with 
M. Ribot, French Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, had at Wiesbaden with 
M. de Giers, the Russian Foreign Miniscer, 
resulted in an increased entente, but since 
then the weakness of the French Government 
in dealing with the Socialists and the prospect 
of a radical ministry in Paris have intensely 
displeased the Czar, who has ordered a sus- 
pension of the negotiations for a treaty. 

The rumor regarding the movement of Rus 
sian troops had its origin in the Paris Matin. 
It is directly opposed to the officially ascer- 
tained facts. The War Department has 
learned that the report was due to the fact 
that the garrisons which were removed from 
the frontier stations during the cholera peridd 
are now returning to their posts. 

The Emperor holds in his hands the resig- 
nation of Gen. von Schweinitz, the German 
Ambassador to Russia, but his Majesty hesi- 
tates to appoint his successor. The diplomatic 
circle doubts a report that has gained cur- 
rency that Gen. von Wedell wiil succeed Gen. 
von Schweinitz. Gen. von Wedell, who only 
lately entered upon a diplomatic career, was 
recently sent as German Minister to Sweden. 
To send him to Russia would be a surprising 
promotion. 
Many of the German papers, in welcoming 
Mr. Cleveland’s election to the Presidency of 
the United States, seem to think that his ad- 
vent will involve the early disappearance 
of the McKinley tariff. Better informed 
journals discuss the election from another 
point of view, paying due respect to the grand 
sight of a free people peacefully declaring 
their sovereign will. The Vossische Zeitung 
calls America the *“‘ mightiest nation in the 
world because she has no reason to either ask 
for or fear anything from any other uation.” 
All the papers agree in hoping that the Mo- 
Kinley tariff will be modified. Some of them 
point out that the tariff nas done less harm to 
German exports than was expected, only the 
textile manufactures of Saxony having suf- 
fered much. 

William After Wild Boars. 
The Emperor continues to amuse himself 
by hunting and traveling. He returned from 
Kiel with the Empress Thursday and started 
yesterday on a wild boar hunt at Konigs 
Wusterhauser with the King of Saxony. Mon- 
dey he will go with Count von Wernigerode 
to hunt with Count von Stoldberg. At a re- 
cent hunt on the domain of Gen. von Wedell 
the Emperor killed with his own hands 236

TO SEARCH OUT AKCTIC SECRETS, 


Dr. Nansen Expects His Expedition Will 
Be Gone Two to Five Years. 

Lonpox, Nov. 12.—An interview was had 
today with the famous Norwegian explorer 
Dr. Nansen regarding the plans for his Arctic 
voyage. He related the details of his scheme 
as they have already been published. It may 
not be uninteresting, however, to repeat that 
Dr. Nansen’s scheme is essentially different 
from the plans followed by other explorers 
in the frozen regions of the North. Hitherto, 
with one possible exception, all attempts to 
reach the North Pole have been made in de- 
fiance of the obstacles of natufe. Now an at- 
tempt will be made to learn whether nature 
hergeli has not supplied a means of solving 
the difficulty, and whether there is not, after 
all, a possibility of reaching the North Pole 
by utilizing certain natural facilities in these 
frozen seas of which allearly explorers were 
ignorant. The circumstances upon which 
these new hopes are based may be summar- 
ized thus: e 

The Jeannette expedition of 1879.81 and the 
loss of that vessel seemed to sound the knell 
of all expeditions to reach the pule by Bering 
Straits. But in June, 1884, exactly three 
years after the Jeannette sank, there were 
found near Julianshaab, in Greenland, sev- 
eral articles which had belonged to the Jean- 
nette and had been abandoned at the time of 
its wreck by the crew and which had been car- 
ried to the coast of Greenland, from the oppo- 
site side uf the Polar Sea, on a piece of ice. 
This fact at once aroused curiosity as to how 
it accomplished that weird and mysterious 
voyage across the Arctic Ocean and 
as do what unknown current had 
borne that significant and informmg mes- 
sage from Bering Straits to Greenland, and 
it is thought highly probable that there is a 
comparatively short and direct route across 
the Arctic Ocean by way of the North Pole, 
and that Nature has supplied a means of com- 
munication, however uncertain, across it. 

Dr. Nansen’s expedition will endeavor to 
realize these hopes of a direct route across the 
apex of the Arctic Ocean. The expedition will 
consist of ten or twelve men. In the course 
of the interview Dr. Nansen referred to Lieut. 
Peary’s recent expedition. He said: 

“ There are no points of similarity between 
his expedition and mine. Lieut. Peary aimed 
to reach the northernmost point of Green- 
land. My expedition is to pass the pole and 
traverse the unknown polar regions. Lieut. 
Peary’s work was marvellousiy well done, and 
I fully agree with his report made to the 
Philadelphia Academy of Sciences that 
two or three well-equipped men could reach 
any point in Greenland. I think I must cable 
bim that there is a mistake in his alleged re- 
mark about the use of a railway in Greenland. 
I will take with me on my expedition five 
years’ provisions. We may only be away two 
years, but I feel certain that we will return in 
five. The total cost of the expedition is as yet 
unknown. The Norwegian Government sub- 
scribes two-thirds of the cost and King Oscar 
and others will privately donate the remain- 
der. The expedition will leave Norway in 
June and proceed direct to Nova Zembla.“ 


WORK OF THE TENANTS’ COMMISSION. 


It Is Not Getting Along Rapidly—Described 
as a Great Blunder. 

Dustin, Nov. 12.—The Evicted Tenants’ 
Commission is being attacked from every 
side, and there is scarcely any doubt whatever 
that it will result in a complete tiasco so far as 
any material benefit to the persons who have 
lost their holdings is concerned. The Parnell- 
ite organs complain that the tenants them- 
selves are treating the commission with indif- 
ference. The evidence submitted to the 
cummission on the five days on which 
it has been in session may be 
summed up as follows: Monday the 
evidencé of one witness, a plan of campaign 
organizer; Tuesday the evidence of a Bishop 
anda priest; Wednesday the evidence of a 
Dublin Castle official; Thursday the evidence 
of a priest and a “ bog-trotter’’; and yester- 
day the evidence of one tenant. From this it 
will be seen that the commission is not mak- 
ing rapid progress towards the solution of the 
vexatious question of what shall be done to 
relieve the evicted tenants, whose wants are 
pressing.

THREW HIS WIFE IN A FIRE, 


Act of a German Who Was in Love with 
His Sister-in-Law. 

Berti, Nov. 12.—A trial in which much 
popular interest is displayed began today at 
Königgratz. A merchant of that place named 
Joseph Sura was arraigned to answer a charge 
of setting fire to his house at night and then 
throwing his wife into the burning building. 
It appears that Sura fell in love with his wife’s 
sister, a girl of 18. He desired to marry her 
and determined to get rid of his wife that he 
might be free to do so. He thought that by 
setting his house on fire, after removing the 
most valuable articles from it, and having his 
wife burn to death would be an easy and safe 
way to get rid of her. Unfortunately for him- 
self his plans miscarried, inasmuch as before 
all hope of escape from the burning building 
was cut off Mrs. Sura awoke and rushed out, 
Sura, however, was not to be baffied this way. 
He seized his wife and, carrying her to the 
house, deliberately threw her into the fire. 
Neighbors who saw the act went to her rescue 
and took her out, but not until she was fright- 
fully burned. Mrs. Sura is only 21 years old 
and was a pretty woman. 


NEW RIFLE PROVES SUCCESSFUL. 


Advantages of the Mannlicher—Fires 120 
Rounds a Minute, 

Vienna, Nov. 12.—The experiments with the 
new Mannlicher rifle by government experts 
have proved that the weapon is in every way 
satisfactory. The new rifle fires 120 rounds a 
minute and is sighted at 2,700 yards. It 1s of 
smaller bore than previous Mannlichers. The 
bullets have increased velocity, the weight of 
the cartridges is lessened, and the recoil is re- 
duced to the minimum. Shots can be fired in 
rapid succession or at any desired interval. 
The experts pronounce the mechanism of the 
new weapon to be sound and simple. Though 
it pours out a hailstorm of bullets it does not 
become too hot to handle. 


Securing Evidence Against Americans.

ENGLISH NOTIONS OF AMERICA, 


Some Britishers Think the Tariff Has Al- 
ready Been Removed. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. } 
Lonpon. Nov. 12.—[Copyright, 1892, by 
James Gordon Bennett.|—The ignorance of 
the average Englishman on topics not directly 
connected with his own island and colonies 
has been delightfully demonstrated during the 
last week. There was naturally much interest 
in the outcome of the Presidential election, 
and the newspapers have been fairly just in 
their allotment of space to American election 
reports. Not since the Civil War has English 
journalisin been so thoroughly engrossed with 
matters transatlantic. But the papers have 
nct displayed that intimate acquaintance with 
the United States that one would expect in 
these days of fast steamships and cables. Chi- 
cago, for instance, may be designated as the 
capital of the West, while Tammany Hall is 
mentioned by a London paper as the new 
White House of America. 
The popular belief is that the McKinley 
tariff will be vitiated without further loss of 
time, and that Cleveland will inaugurate a 
vigorous and healthy system of free trade 
which will redound to the immediate benefit 
of British industries. The well-informed 
newspapers are endeavoring to enlighten their 
readers on this point. They explain to them 
that an immediate change in the tariff is out 
of the question, and that when it has been ef- 
fected it will be found that Cleveland is a 
tariff reformer and notafree trader. But 
that has evidently not prevented the small 
manufacturers of Lancashire from making ar- 
rangements to forward a cargo of goods to 
New York in the belief that free trade is al- 
ready waiting in New York to receive them 
with outstretched arms. 
The effect of the election already is noticea- 
ble in the manufacturing districts of 
England, where I am informed both manu- 
facturer and employé are once more holding 
up their heads, The former sees a chance of 
receiving some return for his money and the 
latter hopes to benefit by receiving quid pro 
quo for his work and to escape the enforced 
emigration which was inevitable under the 
operations of the McKinley tariff. There 
certainly are better prospects for the British 
workingman, whose employment at home will 
effectually remove the danger of unhealthy 
competition with which the United States was 
threatened. 


VACANCIES IN THE FRENCH ACADEMY. 


Some of Those Likely to Succeed Renan, 
Xavier Marmier, and Rousset.

JUST AT PRESENT. 


A Crisis on in Hungary, Republicanism 
Rampant in Spain, and Socialism at 
Work Undermining Things in Germany 
Trouble in Belgium Over the Agita- 
tion for the Revision of the Constitu- 
tion—British Merchants Delighted Over 


Cleveland’s Election.

Panis, Nov. 12.—[Copyright, 1892, by James 
Gordon Bennett. ]—This week has been full of 
excitement in Europe, With the coming on 
of the winter political life becomes more in- 
tense—too intense for people who already 
know enough about politics. 
The crisis in Hungary has been coming to a 
head for some time and the storm has now 
burst. The new ministry will be alinost iden- 
tical with the preceding one, but mutual con- 
cessions will be made by court and ministry. 
The change that I had indicated would occur 
has come about. The visit of the Czarowitz to 
Vienna is a sign ot a rapprochement between 
Russia and Austria. The Hungarians are at 
last appeased, but the change has fot been 


“4 Belgium there is some trouble due to the 
agitation for the revision of the constitution. 
Neither the King nor the ministry nor the 
majority of the deputies desired universal suf- 
trage, but the people are clamormg for it. 
The situation recalls the events of 1869 in 
France during the Empire. The surface is 
yet unodroken, but there are many fissures in 
the interior. Belgium is marching on toward 
revolution, and with or without the vote in the 
charter she will achieve universal suffrage. 
Portugal, too, has her troubles. The agita- 
tion of the republicans during the absence of 
the court has not, perhaps, been important, 
but the signs are precursors of a revolutionary 
movement, which can gain easily in Spain. 

The recent explosion here has not caused a 
great deal of comment among the people, but 
the political element is excited. The whole 
course of events, the constant troubles at 
Carmaux, where, despite the close of the 
strike, the workingmen are singing the Car- 
magnole and waving the red flag: the 
useless debates in the Chamber, 
where, without pausing to reflect, Deputies 
cry out that there isa deficit of 88,000,000— 
all goes to show that France has a Ministry 
but nota government. This recalls the con- 
dition of affairs preceding the outbreak of 
Boulangism. The country loves liberty but 
remains quiet, always ready to demand a dic- 
tator when everything does not go just as it 
wishes. Of course the police have not discov- 
ered the author of the explosion or any trace 
of him and they are the butt of some of the 
joke. 

The Dahomey expedition is another sub- 
ject for uneasiness. The difficulties of the 
undertaking are great. Even if we should 
succeed in taking Abomey nothing is gained 
and the expedition has been useless. Up to 
the present Germany is not protesting against 
the execution of her citizens by Gen. Dodds, 
but if she should protest France will reply 
that the laws of civilized nations cannot be 
made to apply to those white men who ac- 
cepted service with this black cannibal King. 

Germany is engrossed with her military 
bill, and this is a weight upoa the mind of 
Europe. The English Cabinet wants to know 
the reasons for the bringing forward of such 
a measure. A high personage in the French 
army said in an interview in Paris: I can- 
not formulate a definite opinion, inasmuch as 
the Reichstag has not decided the question. 
It is possible the goverment has more than it 
knows it will get. If the bill, just 
as it stands, should become a law it 
would be considered as a serious 
symptom. It surely has warlike intentions, 
which, in the end, would receive a check.“ 

No one in France knows better what is go- 
ing on than the person whose words I have 
quoted. .

EXPECT BENEFITS FOR ENGLAND, 


British Merchants Hail with Joy the Elec- 
tion of Grover Cleveland. 

Loxpox, Nov. 12.—The Daily Telegraph 
this morning publishes a number of inter- 
views on the result of the American election 
with represeutative traders of Great Britain. 
The President and Secretary of the Sheffield 
Chamber of Commerce and the heads of va- 
mous firms in that city are represented as 
being pleased at Mr. Cleveland’s victory, but 
not sanguine of any immediate result in the 
way of tariff reform. In one interview an ex- 
master cutler named Richardson 1s quoted as 
saying he thinks if any tariff reduction is 
made it will be of aselfish kind and will only 
benefit America. 

A number of interviews had in Liverpool 
make it apparent that keen interest is evinced 
there in the result and that it has been the 
chief topic of discussion in the market, on 
the Stock Exchange, and among the frequent- 
ersof other business centers of that city. The 
Opinicns expressed are various. Liverpool 
shipowners especially have suffered from the 
McKinley law. In addition to the reduction 
of the exportation of woolens other articles 
like tinplate, formerly sent to Liverpool to be 
shipped by fast steamers, are now stipped 
more cheaply from Cardiff and other ports 
nearer the centers of production, the cost of 
railway transportation to Liverpool being 
thus avoided. Insome quarters the hope is 
expressed that although the McKinley law 
cannot be repealed some temporary modifi- 
cation may be made in favor of English 
goods. 

In the chemical trade, according to one in- 
terview, a revival of business is expected as a 
result of the Democratic victory. The cotton 
trade, it appears, has suffered less than some 
other interests, and its representatives are 
less excited by the news. 

A number of the interviews represent the 
citizens of Belfast as jubilant over Mr. Cleve- 
land’s victory and as talking of nothing else, 
the linen industry having suffered through the 
McKinley tariff. Sir Daniel Dixon, the 
Mayor of the city, who is a shipowner, says 
he isrejoiced for the sake of Belfast and that 
he anticipates improved trade both in her ex- 
ports and in freights. 

Fowler’s Plan to Modify Distress. 

The Right Hon. Henry H. Fowler, Presi- 
dent of the Local Government Board, has pre- 
pared a circular advising the local authorities 
to modify the distress among the unemployed 
workmen by making roads, constructing 
sewers, and cleaning the streets, paying the 
men employed todo the work regular days’ 
wages. The authorities, he adds, should aim 
to be useful to labor and avoid making pau- 
pers of those out of work. A large numberof 
employers, influenced by the success of the 
Shipping Federation’s labor registry offices, 
have applied to the directors of the federation 
to create a labor exchange with branches in 
every manufacturing center and at the ports. 
The federation has agreed to act as a nucleus 
for the exchanges. The trades unions are 
Jealously watching the development of the 
project. as it will obviously operate in favor 
of free labor and non-unionists.

OPENING OF THE MEXICAN SOUTHERN 


Gala Day in Oaxaca—President Diaz in His 
Native State. 

Oaxaca, Mex., Nov. 12.—The greatest cele- 
bration ever given in Southern Mexico is in 
progress here today, It is the official inaugura- 
tion of the Mexican Southern railway, which 
is one of the most important and valuable 
commercial enterprises ever undertaken in 
Mexico. It extends from Pueblo to this city, 
and forms a link on the proposed Pan-Ameri- 
can railway. The program for the celebra- 
tion was prepared by the Government of the 
State of Oaxaca. The festivities are to con- 
tinue for three days. 

President Diaz arrived here this morn- 
ing. This is his native city and his tour 
throughout the State has been attended by 
great enthusiasm. No crowned person ever 
met with a more popular demonstration 
from his subjects than that which has greeted 
President Diaz at every point since he left the 
City of Mexico, He was met at Tehuacah, on 
the border of the military district of Oaxaca, 
by a committee consisting of two 
Colonels and a civilian. They accorded 
President Diaz a formal welcome to his native 
State. The Jefe Politicos of each district be- 
tween San Antonio and Osxaca joined the 
Presidential party at the various stations 
along the route. When President Diaz ar- 
rived here this morning the city was thronged 
with thousands of people from this and ad- 
joining States. The Federal and State troops 
formed in line along the principal streets, 
while at the railroad station Gen. Schafez and 
the State and municipal authorities were pres- 
ent and received their distinguished country- 
man. 

As the President was conducted through the 
streets to the national palace the military 
greeted him with salutes and the customary 
honors. At the State palace he wag received 
by members of the State Legislature. There 
was a banquet of 250 covers at the Juarez to- 
night given by the officers of the Federal 
troops quartered in the city. Tomorrow Diaz 
will review all of the troops in Oaxaca. This 
is the first visit of the President to the scenes 
of his childhood in twenty years, and he has 
met with many touching and impressive inci- 
dents.

MICHIGAN CROP REPORT FOR NOVEMBER. 


Decreased Area Seeded to Wheat—Crop In- 
jured by Insects. 

Lanstna@, Mich., Nov. 12,—|Special.]—The 
Michigan crop report for November says 
that the area seeded to wheat this fall is, 
for the State, but 95 per cent of the area 
seeded in 1891. Growing wheat is 87 per 
cent in point of growth and vitality of av- 
erage years, This is due to the fact that dry 
weather and insects have injured the crop in 
almost every one of the southern four 
tiers of counties. In October a to- 
tal of 2.388.965 bushels of wheat 
were marketed by farmers. The total 
number of bushels reported marketed in the 
three months, August, September, and Octo- 
ber, is 5,441,137, or 69,150 bushels more than 
for the same months last year. Farm statis- 
tics reported by Supervisors last spring show 
a total of 143,764 farms in the State, adecrease 
of 2,825. The area of improved lands in farms 
is 8,328,189 acres, an increase of 72,004 over 
1891. The area of unimproved land is 4,392,- 
430 acres, and the total area in farms 12,720,- 
619 acres, a decrease from 1891 of 141,345 
acres. The average of farms is 88.41 acres. 
The corn crop is considerably below the aver- 
age, the estimate for the State being forty- 
nine bushels of ears per acre. Potatoes will 
yield fifty-nine bushels per acre for the State, 
or 81 per cent of an average crop.

THE HENRY DIBBLEE OOMPANY PRO- 
TESTS AGAINST A BOYOOTT. 


Bill Filed to Enjoin the Union Tile Setters 
and the Tile Layers’ National Union from 
Injuring the Complainant’s Business— 
Allegation Made That the Employes Are 
Satisfied with Their Work and Wages— 


Accusations of Threats and Intimidation . 


Bill to Foreclose a $100,000 Trust Deed. 


The Henry Dibblee company and several of 
its employés filed a bill in the Circuit Court 
to restrain J. B. Cogswell, Thomas Dewhurst, 
Thomas J. Howard, A. P. Russell, and G. 8. 
Lampiu from boycotting complainant’s busi- 
ness and from circulating red cards denounc- 
ing the company as the only non-union tile 
house in Chicago, | 

The Dioblee company says it is in the busi- 
ness of manufacturing and laying tile floors. 
From 100to 150 men are empioyed, and it is 
said that they are contented with their rela- 
tions with the company and with their wages. 
Some of the workingmen are also holders of 
stock in the company, and participate in the 
profits. Last spring the company was asked 
by the Union Tile Setters and the 
Tile Layers’ National Union of Amer- 
ica, to signa contract toemploy none but 
union men and at certain wages. This the 
company has refused to do, and there has been 
trouble ever since. As a result, it is said, the 
defendants entered into a conspiracy to ruin 
the business of complainant by assaulting 
the workmen and circulating the red card. 
While the company was employed on the Chi- 
cago Athletic Association Building on Michi- 
gan avenue, the defendants and about fifty 
men from the various unions are accused of 
intimidating the company’s workmen and 
driving them away by threats and violence. It 
1s alleged that the defendants and the unions 
are irresponsible pecuniarily, and that they 
have openly avowed their purpose to coutinue 
until they have ruined the business of the com- 

y. The court is asked to restrain any 
further interferenze and to prevent a distribu- 
tion of the red cards. ; 


To Foreclose a Trust Deed. 

The Continental National Bank of Chicago 
filed a bill in the Circuit Court yesterday to fore- 
close a trust deed given by Ransom W. Dunham 
in December, 1889, to secure the payment of $100,-

_ ‘TWEEN THE RIVAL LEADERS.

Notable Contest Witnessed from a Hil- 
top by Interested Hunters — How. the 
Bully of the Herd Settled a Presumptu- 
ous Antagonist—Terrific Shock of Hard 
Heads—The Supreme Contest and the 
Wonderful Way in Which It Was Ter- 
minated When Nature Took a Hand. 


“Tt was the afternoon of a day in early 
summer, along in 59, when we found our- 
selves drifting in a boat down the Missouri,“ 
remarked a tall, wiry gentleman, whose hair 
was sprinkled with gray.

STOOKS STATIONARY IN SPITE OF 
. WIDELY DIVERGING VIEWS. 


Leading Speculative Markets Were Moder- 
ately Active and Generally Lower for 
Grain with a Slight Gain for Hog Prod- 
uct—Little Outside Business Wheat Re- 
cefpts Diminishing—South Water Street 
Produce—Other Commercial and Finan- 
cial News: 


Little progress is being made by either party in 
the street railway situation. The public is keep- 
ing hands off. It is believed by some that there is 
a bear clique which has been selling the stock 
with the hope of driving prices down to 200. The 
sanguine believers in higher prices are the ones 
who feel partiealarly certain regarding the facts 
in the rumor of a bear clique. It is hardly cer- 
tein, however, as might be inferred from the 
statements of some of the brokers holding bull- 
ish views.

There are 
no especial signs of weakness nor Of hesitancy on 
the part of the Philadelphians, bat at the 
same time there is no longer any of that 
confident buying that characterized the sit- 
uation ugtil lately. A little stock is bought 
and a li le is suld; thé net result is perhaps a 
further accumulation. but the indications cer- 
tainly would point to the view that there is no 
longer any strong desire to add to their hold- 
ings.

The Tomb of Mother Eve. i 

The Arabs claim that Eve's tomb is at Jiddah, 
the seaport of Mecca. The temple, with a palm 
growing out of the solid stone roof (a curiosity 
which is of itself & wonder of the Orient), is sup- 
posed to mark the last resting place of the first 
woman. According to Arabic tradition Eve 
measured 200 feet in height, which strangely co- 
incides with an account of our first parents writ- 
ten by a member of the French Academy of Sci- 
ences a few years ago, who also claimed a height 
of over 200 feet for both of the tenants of the Gar- 
den of Eden. Eve's tomb, whichis in a grave- 
yard surrounded with high. white walls and 
which has not been opened for a single inter- 
ment for over a thousand years, is the shrine of 
thousands of devoted Ishmaelites, who make a 
pilgrimage to the spot once every seven years. It 
is hemmed in on all sides by the tombs of de- 
parted sheiks and other worthies who have lived 
out their lives in region of scorching sun and 
burning sands. ce cach, June 3—-which is, ac- 
cording to Arabian legends, the anniversary of 
the death of Abel—the doors of the temple, which 
form a canopy over this supposed tomb of our 
first mother. remain open all night in spite of the 
keepers’ efforts to close them.

and bet on credit, perhaps $100 on every horse 
in the race, One of them was sure to win; 
and if six races were run off in the course of 
the afternooa it is easy to understand that the 
association could credit itself with, perhaps, 
$2,000 winnings. The association paid no at- 
tentio to its loses and continued 
operations during every day of the week, net- 
ting in one case nearly $12,000. When Satur- 
day night arrived, that —— settling-time at 
the betting clubs, those who had money to re- 
ceive were at the clubs- sharp at 9 o’clock and 
obtained their cash: Those whe lost smali 
amounts paid them up punetually, but the 
heavy losers never put in an appearance. 
There was no means of prosecuting the losers 
in any way—such transactions being beyond 
the pale of the law—so the bookmakers made 
many bad debts. What to them was particu- 
larly afflictive and vexatious was to see the 
losers, their debtors, playing big stakes at the 
mutuals the following week and declaring with 
effrontry that they never intended settling with 
them. ere were very few bookmakers who 
did not get hit this way, and, however dishon- 
est the practice may have been, most ple 
laughed at the expense of the bookies, declar- 
ing that it would teach them to lay better 
odds, 
The ring on the French tracks has dwindled 
enormously in numbers, and the odds that are 
now laid are really acceptable orly to owners 
of horses and trainers who are pretty sure they 
have a good thing.“ Such bettors, playing 
high stakes, do not relish the system of the 
niutuals that deducts 10 per cent on all bets, 
and prefer running the risk of receiving short- 
er odds to seeing a large portion of their stake 
irretrievably lost before the horses have left 
the stables. One must not conclude that all 
Frenchmen make bets with the intention of 
receiving when they win and of refusing to 
pay their losses. It is nevertheless a fact that 
most of the bookmakers are continually brag- 
ging that if their bad debts were settled they 
would be very rich, and that their betting 
books contain, on the debit side, some of the 
names of the most celebrated families of 
France. 

The establishment of the mutuals has met 
with great favor in the eyes of the public, 
which is always after a long shot of 40, 50, and 
60 to 1, which sometimes turns up, but which 


+ has become a thing of the past with the book- 


makers, who are with difficulty made to lay 
more than 10 to 1 when they are on the track. 
Evens, take your choice,“ is the unalterable 
response to an inquiry about any horse ina 
fieid of five or six. Aad should the animal be 
a mere dog in the race, with a starting price 
that should be, judging from public form, 
from four to five to one at least, the talent 
will be compelled to bave recourse to much 
coaxing to place its money with the book- 
maker at two or two and a half to one.

Are Either Bunko-Men or Members of

Of 
late a special reserved inclosure has been set 
aside for these men, who accept bets from per- 
sons they know and whose credit they consider 
sufficiently good. But the bookmakers can 
neither post up the odds they are willing to 
lay nor scream out any transaction they wish 
to make.

The French bookmaker is altogether a 
minor character. The few who operate in the 
ring, with but one or two exceptions, cut no 
tigure beside the Englishmen. Their winnings 
are not such as to afford high lite in Paris, 
and they are content to reside in the suburbs 
of the capital. Chantilly, Maisons-Laffitte, 
Asniéres are stocked with these men. Al- 
though they handle smaller sums than their 
colleagues, having themselves a disposition to 
gamble, they often win and lose large 
amounts by backing horses as well as by lay- 
ing the odds. These bookmakers mix with their 
**half-blood”’ colleagues in the ring, but they 
are easily dist whable from the Anglo- 
French. They talk bad English, they are gen- 
erally very shabbily dressed, and they always 
show themselves to be more eager to do busi- 
ness than theireonfréres. 
~ Formerly all bookmakers in the paddock 
paid the Jockey club, the Société des Steeple- 
chases de France, or the Société d’Encourage- 
ment, which control the different tracks in 
Paris and its environs, the sum of $20 a meet- 
ing, besides paying an entrance fee for them- 
selves and their elerks, which fee is $4 a ver- 
son. But now that the different associations 
that run the races derive a very fair income 
from the mutuals the bookmakers y their 
entrance fee and a few additional dollars to 
have the right to enter the betting inclosure.

second category of bookmakers is 
formed, almost in its entirety, of the worst. 
class of individuals that is to be found in 
modern Paris. This category is perhaps the 
cause of the frequent book maker question 
which arises in the Town Council, the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, the Ministry of Agriculture, 
and sometimes in the Cabinet itself. From 
time to time the French administration—of 
which Europe is said to 80 envious but 
which Kurope never imitates—brings forth its 
Damocles’ sword and suspends it over the 
head of the bookmakers, thereby endanger- 
ing the institution of racing itself. For many 
of these bookmakers of the lower class have 
their picture in the rogues’ gallery and have 


er, a trainer, or a commissioner make a bis 
bet with a Frenchman, the son of Albion wil 
offer half a point, or even a whole point, more 
against the animal. 

When the races are over the bookmaker 
drives home. His carriage or his phaeton is 
rarely to be seen on race days in Avenue 
du Bois de Boulogne or the Champs Eylsées. 
His “turn-out,” which is generally very 
stylish, takes a side avenue, and, for some rea- 
son or other, he never mingles with those re- 
turning from the races whose carriages form 
one of the finest Sunday sights to be witnessed 
in Paris. After an hour or so spent in calcu- 
lating his day’s earnings and taking a neces- 
sary rest from the fatigues of the day, the 
bookmaker will either dine en famille or 
sally forth to one of the restaurants of the 
boulevards or the Avenue de l'Opera. In two 
or three of the most celebrated eating- houses 
of the capital bookmakers were accustomed 
to have tables reserved for them and so, when 
they arrived, they found the latest En- 
glish newspaper a waiter but too 
ready to fulfill their most eager de- 

sires. One restaurant, celebrated for its 
famous breakfasts and its roster of renowned 
and titled clients, was accustomed to cook 
certain dishes on specified days for the sole 
delectation of a rich bookmaker’s palate. 

One Thursday a certain bookmaker conceived 

the idea of devouring pigeon-pie, and as the 
chef of the establishment had admitted that 
he did not know how to cook dat English 
dish”’ the bookmaker gave his instructions to 
the waiter, who in his turn transmitted them, 

more or less correctly, to the chef. On the 
following Thursday M. Book Macaire's pig- 
eon-pie wasserved. It was an immense pie, and

And, how- 
ever delighted a hungry person may feel with 
a well cooked pigeon-pie before him, the 
Frenchmen were certainly to be congratu- 
lated upon not desiring to taste the one in 
question, for, made according to the direct.ons 
of a bookmaker by a chef who could not pos- 
sibly have unde his instructions, the pie 
would probably have turned gray the hair of 
even a second-rate epicure. 

If 
bookmakers occupy a compartment on a rail- 
way train, anybody recognizing them will 
walk a few steps further to be as far away 
from them as possible. if a bookmaker rents 
a fiat he will be looked upon suspiciously. 
There are many people who will not 
live under the same roof as a bookmaker. 
Some of the chice“ bookmakers have an or- 
chestra stall, both at the Opera and ThéAter 
Francaise, on subscription nights, but if 


| neighboring subscribers chance to discover 


their identity they will rush off to the Secre- 
tary and demand that their seats be immedi- 
ately changed. For, argue they, if a certain 
class of women are excluded from the first 
tier of boxes on subscription nights it is but 
just that certain men should not be entitled 
to tarnish the audience in that part of the 
house with their presence. 

Why are they so shunned? it is not neces- 
sary to go very far to solve the mystery. 
These Anglo-French bookmakers are univer- 
sally disliked because they have not a single 
good action to record. They have been caught 
over and over again swindl the public; 
they have been the cause illegitimate 
means, not through square betting transac- 
tions, of the ruin of many men. And, al- 
though they have grown fat at the expense of 
others, they have ever shown themselves nig- 
gardly. y are unlike the English 4 
maker of England, who at least has a reputa- 
tion of liking fair play. They are unlike the 
French DSookmaker. As a party of French- 
men who visited the most important tracks of 
the United States last season remarked to the 


writer, they are totally different from the 
American bookmakers, who treat one fairly

The severest French moral- 
ists admit that horse racing encourages breed- 
ing, and that horse breeding is a necessity. 
Many among them have also con ded to 
agree that breeders, owners, and trainers are 
entitied to some other source of profit than 
that to be derived from the uncertainties of 
winning a small purse. expenses of 
breeding are too great to suppose for one mo- 
ment that an owner would content himselt 
with a prize alone. 

But the bookmakers in France have drawn 
upon themselves such an amount of hatred 
that, with the exception of a very small por- 
tion of the pubiic that is more or less inter- 
ested in their existence, every one would re- 
juice at seeing the gang dispersed. Asa 
proof, it is but necessary to recall what hap- 
pened three years ago this summer. A horse 
named Heaume, belonging to Baron de R., 
was favorite in the betti tor the French 
Derby to be run at Chantill toward 
the end of May of that year. Baron, 
one of the richest men in Europe, irrespective 
of other bets, had laid $40,000 on his hy de a 
few days before the race and had b the 
odds down to6to 4 The bookm ‘who 
laid $100,000 to $40,000 received a message to 
call upon the Baron. He did so and was in- 
formed that Heaume was ill and couid not 
possibly win, nevis ae that morning with a 
slight accident. Baron instructed the 
bookmaker to lay for him as much money as 
was possible against Heaume, so that his 
losses might be attenuated in as great a degree 
as possible. The nignt before the race the 
bookmaker informed the Baron that he had 
been unable to execute the second commission 
and *hedge any money,

Not content with operations in Chile 
and Peru, he has acquired and developed the 
greatest brick yards in Belgium and controls 
industries in England. His residence at Elt- 
ham, in Kent, is a palace. He owns a racing 
stable, yachts, and a fine gallery of paintings. 
And such is the rise of the coal merchant’s 
barefoot boy, whois now worth $40,000,000. 
George Smith is one of Engiand’s richest 
men, but his name seldom creeps into print. 
Smith is sixty times a millionaire, and he 
made all his money in America. He began 
business as a banker in Chicago in 1855 with a 
capital of $3,000. and for many years 
the late Alexander Mitchell of Milwaukee was 
his partner. Smith’s is one of the big secreted 
fortunes of the world. He has $50,000,000 in- 
vested in the various railroads of this country 
and not a penny in taxes is paid to the United 
States or * other government on all this 
great sum. It is said that Smith even lives at 
a London club instead of at a house of his 
own, to avoid taxes. The richest family in 
Europe, and for that matter in the world, is the 
famous house of Rothschild. The interests of 
the house founded by the humble money-lender 
of Frankfort-on-the-Main are now scattered 
all over the globe, and it is probable that the 
aggregate wealth of all the branches of the

Hebrews. 
The French millionaire is to be sought for 
only in Paris, but he or she ie to be found 
there in great numbers. Many of the mam- 
moth fortunes of France are in the possession 
of women. The heaviest owner of French se- 
curities is a woman, Mme. Furtado Heine, 
who is worth $30,000,000, She is ane of the 
noblest women in Paris, and has received the 
ribbon of the Legion of Honor for her many 
acts of charity. The Princess d’Arenberg is 
reputed to be worth $35,000,000, and Mme. 
Olry, daughter of Roederer, the champagne 
man, about half of that sum. Princess Gortch- 
akoff is worth $15,000,000, and the Duchess 
of Galliera, after donating millions to 
charity, left an estate of $25,000,000 or more. 
The Maliet brothers, the bankers, are each 
worth from ten to twenty millions, and the 
same is true of Baron Hottinger, Eugene 
Pereire, Henry Hecht, Baron Soubeyron, 
Counts Nissin and Comando, and Barons Er- 
langer and Reinach. The Parisians worth 
above a million are too numerous to count. 
The Spaniards, as a nation, are comparatively 
poor, but they, too, are not without their 
multi-millionaires. The richest Spaniard is 
the Duke of Medina-Coeli, who is worth some 
$30,000,000. He is nowa boy of 14 yearsand the 
er, son of the late Duke, who was acci- 
entally killed while shooting with his love- 
ly young bride, King Humbert’s richest sub- 
ject is Prince Torlonia, whose income is said 
to be $2,000a day. Germany has more very 
rich men than it is generally credited with. 
In one province of Prussia alone there are six 
great nobles worth more than $20,000,000 each. 
The province in question is that of Silesia, 
and the nobles to whom I refer are the Duke 
of Ratibor, the Duke of Ujest, Count Guido 
Henckel-Donne*smark, Count Schaffgotsch, 
Prince Radolin, and Prince Pless. Prince 
Frederick of Brunswick us also very rich, and 
the Duke of Cumberland is worth not less than 
$25,000,000. Baron Bliechroder, the Berlin 
banker, is enormously- wealthy, and the an- 
nual income of the present house of Krupp 
exceeds a million, 
The richest man in the dual Empire of Aus- 
tro-Hungary is the Emperor Francis Joseph 
himself, whose private fortune is more than 
seventy millions. Among the richest of his 
subjects are Duke Kszterhazy, Count Karolyi, 
Count Palffy, Count Festetich, Count An- 
drassy, and H arkanyi, the banker, none of 
whom is worth less than twenty millions. In 
Russia the Czar holds, as to wealth, much the 
same position that Francis Joseph does in Aus- 
tria, but he has several subjects who are close 
competitors in the matter of millions. The 
Czar’s annual income from his private estates 
exceeds $10,000,000, and the Nobel brothers, 
the Standard oil men of Russia, are worth 
from thirty to forty millions apiece, while the 
fortune of the Demidoffs mounts up into scores 
of millions.

SOLDIERS’ MONUMENT TO SUPERSEDE 
THE PERRY STATUE. 


The Memorial Erected to the Young Come 
mander in 1862 Will Be lorn Down 
Public Square of Cleveland About to Be 
Enriched by an Artistic Piece of Seulpt- 
ure—Indignation of Citizens at the Man. 
ner in Which the Statue Has Been 
Treated—Design of the Monument. 

CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 10.—[ Special Corre. 
spondence. ]—It is generally conceded that 
among all the heroic leaders developed by the 
American Republic none was more gallant 
than Oliver Hazard Perry, who, at the age of 
27, with an inferior force of men, met and not 
onlydefeated but captured the entire British 
fleet on Lake Erie. In commemoration of 
this achievement the people of the United 
States subscribed a large sum of money for a 
statue of the intrepid young commander, and 
on Sept. 10, 1862, it was unveiled in the publie 
square of Cleveland. Sixty thousand people 
witnessed the ceremonies, George Bancroft, 
the historian, delivering the oration, which 
has always been regarded as his oratorical 
masterpiece. 

This monument is one of the most artistic 
of its kind in existence, but the pedple of 
Cleveland have never seemed to appreciate it. 
At first the figure stood in the middle of the 
square, but one morning about twenty years 
ago the citizens awoke to find that Perry had 
dur the night been picked up bodily and 
set down in a corner several bundred feet 
from his original location. A storm of re. 
monstrance immediately arose, but the mat. 
ter was dropped when the city officials ex. 
plained that they had made the transfer so 
that a couple of streets might be cut through 
the square.

to move Perry’s statue again, and suit was in- 
stituted in the local courts for the purpose of 
restraining the Commissioners from carrying 
out their plans. The case was decided against

The 
genuine acacia comes from Jerusalem and 1s 
expen-ive, but the smoky, clouded effect is 
produced much the same in the dogwood. 
Others used ure English furze. olive, box, 
English myrtie, bamboo, and Madagascar 
vine. Astothe heads, they are almost un- 
limited in the materials used. Ivory, gold, 
silver, shark’s tooth, buckhorn, African hogs’ 
tusks, rhinoceros bone, tortoise shell, and 
whale bones are the principal ones. 


A WEDDING IN EQUATORIA. 


Dr. Junkers Account of an Interesting 
Ceremony. 
The closing volume of Dr. Junker’s travels 
in Africa is out.

‘The mild naughtiness of the song has been 
rendered as ingenuously as Miss Collins does 
it in scores of similar songs by Parisian 
vaudeville artists. Yet there is something in 
Miss Collins that is radically different from 
the flavor one finds in the work of the Théos 
and  Aimées of the Gallic 
stage. The typical Frenchwoman of 
vaudeville aims at combining arti- 
ficial innocence with suggestiveness.

One of the most distmguished physicians in 
Germany, Julius von Teuffei of Stuttgart, 
physician to his Majesty King William of 
Wurtemberg and Chef of the Inner Depart- 
ment of Ludwig’s Hospital, is suffering from 
a serious nervous trouble which has compelled 
him to seek relief in a special cure.

Apples That Are Appetizing. 
Lamenting the necessary disappearance of 
summer fruits from our menus Woman sug 
gests some attractive methods of cooking ap 
ples. Here is one: Take some large sound cook- 
ing apples—the kind that will stew clear with- 
out breaking—peel thein, and carefully remove 
the cores so that the 2 remain whole. 
Put them into an enameled pan just large 
enough to hold them, aud pour over them (so 
that they are covered) a sirup made 
of sugar and water boiled together 
with a few cloves, and colored pink 
with cochineal. Put the pan into a 
moderate oven, and let the apples stew very 
gently till they become soft and clear without 
breaking. Remove them from the pan very 
carefully, and boil up the sirup in which they 
were stewed till it thickens sufficiently, adding 
a little more sugarif necessary. When the 
apples are quite cold, arrange them on a dish, 
fill them with apricot jam, and put on the top 
of each a teaspoonful of Devonshire cream, 
or the same quantity of whipped cream; then 
pour the sirup round the apples.

Stories of Famous Prima Donnas— 
Iima de Murska’s Eccentricities and 
Mrs. Sartoris’ Quick Wit—Effect of Al- 
eohol and Tobacco Upon Tone Artists 
No Other Woman of His Dav Ap- 
proached Mme. Viardot as a Dramatic 
singer—Christine Nilsson’s Success, 


New Lokk. Nov. 10.—[Special Correspond- 
ence. About a year ago I think it was, or it 
may have been two—my memory is treacher- 

dus in the matter of dates—I spent an evening 
with Charles Santley, the English baritone, at 
che apartment of Clara Louise Kellogg- 
Strakosch, in this city. After dinner, under 
the influence of a good cigar and the presence 
of the prima donna with whom he had often 
sung in London, he discussed the art of which 
he is a master and told numerous anecdotes 
of his career on the stage. He talked most 
entertainingly, and so he writes. I can hear 
his big, earnest voice with every line I read in 
this volume of his reminiscences, to be pub- 
lished in a few days by Macmillan & Co. 
He is just as fluent with his pen as with his 
tongue. The charm of his presence is lack- 
ing in the book, but otherwise it is very enter- 
taining. It is not all anecdote. There is, 
as the title implies, as much of the student 
as the singer ip it. Mr. Santley is not only a 
singer, but he isa man of quick intelligence 
and wide information as well, and his book 
bears evidence of both. He has a good deal 
to say about the want of earnestness found in 
so many of his profession and he has no pa- 
tience with it. | 

Began His Career as a Tenor, 


Mr. Santley tells us that he began his pro- 
fessional career as a tenor, which is no more 
remarkable than that Jean de Reszke began 
his career and followed it, too, for some time 
asa baritone. Santley’s father was a jour- 


neyman bookbinder by trade, but he possessed 
gome ability as a musician and he gave his 
son the advantage of his knowledge of the art. 


from the very beginning and to have appre- 
ciated good singing. No woman, of his day, 
he claims, ever approached Mine. Viardot as 
a dramatic singer. She was perfect, so far 
as it is possible to attain perfection, both as 
singer and actress,“ and the only man who 
was worthy to rank with her was Giogrgio 
Ronconi.” Mr. Santley says: 

lonce. only once, had the happiness of taking 
part ‘in an ayers with Ronconi, ia “ Don Gio- 
vanni, at the New York Academy in 1872, when I 

Don Giovanni and he Leporello. His act- 
ing in the last scene, when the statue appears, 
was of itself sufficient to justify ali I have saia of 
his genius. With Mme. Viardot I never hada 
chance of appearing on the stage. I was but a 
crude inner wh n sbe was retiring. Another 
great artist, great both in bulk and genius, I 

and I always regret for the only time, at 
the festival—Luigi „ I have heard 
many since try to sing Rossini’s Tarantella.“ 
* wonderful execution of it remains undis- 
turbed in my memory. Mario, then at his zenith, 
sang splendidly. In after years we became inti- 
mate friends, and many a good lesson I have had 
from him. 

Santley also had a great admiration for 
Cari Formes, who was well known in this 
couhtry. The last time Il saw his name in 
print was asthe proprietor of a Broadway 
beer cellar. ‘‘ Assoon as 1 adopted the bass 
clef,’’ says Santley. I let my hair grow long, 
in imitation of Carl Formes, and tried to 
grunt below the lines of the bass stave; but 
my mane never attained the luxuriance of my 
m: del’s and my voice was like a penny whistle 
in comparison to his.“ Another eccentricity 
of dress, as it was considered in those days, 
was the turn-down collar, which Santley has 
always affect d. 

It was not until he was 28 that Santley ac- 
quired the habit of smoking. What he has to 
say on the subject cannot fail to be ot interest 
to singers: 

Smoking Not Altogether Hurtful. 


I am often asked if I consider smoklug bad for a 
singer. Scientifically I cannot offer an opinion, 
lean. Smoking is an art; it 
may be made useful or otherwise according as it is 
exercised. By some it is called a filthy habit. I 
cannot understand why. Tobacco is as clean a 

t as tea or cotfeé; even its substitute, said to 
used occasionally in the manufacture of cigars 
—the domestic cabbage—is not filthy. An inartistic 
smoker, like any other inartistic individual, may 
“make a mess; a person who paints may dau 
his attire and person with the pigments he ought 
to lay on his canvas, but 1 should not call him a 
„painter.“ Soa person who smokes may expec- 
torate into the grate or about the room, or scatter 
ashes in places not intended for their reception, 
but [ would not call that person a smoker.“ 

Santley took to smoking as a preventive of 
indigestion and found it a palliative if not a 
remedy, and more agreeable than ordinary 
medieine.“ As a rule he does not smoke dur- 
+) the working season until evening, but 
if he has to sing at a matinée he smokes after 
lunch. Mario. as is well known, was an in- 
satiable smoker. 

He smoked from twenty-five to thirty ordinary 
sized cigars a day, and in Italy, where real Havana 
cigars are rarely obtainable, he used to smoke a 
hundred Cavours a day. The first time he accom- 
panied the Mapleson Italian opera tour our lug 
32 sent on to Dublin by the North Wall 

t. which arrived the day after we arrived 
by the mail. was wandering about in 
search of my portmanteau in the morning 
when I saw Mario’s servant, who told me 
his master was awake; so I stepped into his room 
and sat down on the bed to have a chat. He 
took acigarout of his case, which he always 
kept close at hand, and offered me one. At first 
I declined, as I was not accustumed to tobacco at 
such an early hour as 8 a. m., and before break- 
fast. However, he pressed me, and I thought I 
— as well keep him company. so we both 
lighted up. We grew interested in our conversa- 
tion, one cigar succeeded another, and by 9 
o'clock, when his man announced my portman- 
teau had been taken to my room, he had disposed 
of five and 1 of three. 

Mr. Santley does not advocate smoking, but 

says I have never known a great singer 
who did not smoke.“ At the same time he 
does not deem it necessary to smoke to be- 
come an artist. 

On the subject of drinking he says: 


Opinion of Alcohol, 


People often ask me, do I believe in alcohol? 
As it exists, more or less, in everything I eat 
and drink, Ian bound to believe in it. I pre- 
sume, if they would speak plainly, they would 
ask do I drink wine. beer, or spirits? ine and 
beer contain alcohol, but I object to their being 
called by that name. They contain, besides, 
many elemeuts beneficial to the human system, 
and are entitled to an important place among 
foods. Beer | never liked, and very rarely take. 
Spirits 1 care littie for, but I find a little pignecep 
soothing. Wine 1 like very much, and took 
whenever I could get it, which was seldom be- 
ore | went to Italy; since then regularly. both 
at lunch and dinner. I find it does me good; but 

cannot undertake to presoribe for others; 1 
leave you to learn and adopt what your own 
sense will suggest is good for you. 

Santley studied music in Italy, where he 
led an ideal life, although very poor, and then 
he came home to look tor engagements. They 
Were slow in coming from the managers, but 
he was not long in making one with Miss 
Gertrude Kernble, niece of Mrs. Sartoris (Ad- 
eldide Kemble). When they were married
